DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 5/28/2009 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement(s) filed 5/28/2009 has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, 8-30, and 52-53 are allowed for reasons indicated in the previous office 
action of 2/3/2009 and as further indicated below. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art taught by Demeyer et al. (US 5,089,974) teaches a power and 
communication for a building structure wherein power is actively suspending in order to transmit 
data over the power line (see column 5, line 45 to column 6, line 9). Battery charging 
apparatuses of the prior art (see Chen US 6,181,103) typically teach separate data and power 
lines unlike Applicant's invention wherein a single line is used for both power and data and 
therefore fail to teach Applicant's claimed invention wherein communication with an external 
system is performed by actively suspending the received power provided to the monitor by the 
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external system. Douglas et al. (US 6,259,232) teach a one-wire power and data communication 
configuration for a battery monitor however teaches a "current stealing" configuration wherein 
power is supplied whenever data communication is not taking place. There is no motivation nor 
would one of ordinary skill in the art combine the power supply and communication system of a 
building as taught by Demeyer et al. with a battery monitoring device comprising chargeable 
cells. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
